To  date,  $730,000  of  the 
needed  million-dollar  building 
fund  has  been  raised,  according  to 
Clyde  Weeks,  executive  secretary 
of  the  project.  Cougar  Days 
highlights  a new  campaign  to  raise 
the  balance,  hopefully  within  the 
next  four  months,  added  Weeks. 

Dave  Schultess,  publicity 
director  of  the  program,  stated, 
“It’s  expected  that  bids  will  be 
opened'  this  month. 
Groundbreaking  could 


conceivably  take  place  within  30 
days  or  after.” 

He  added,  “There  are  two 
things  people  don’t  realize.  It  will 
be  twice  the  size  of  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  and  the  sight  lines  will 
be  so  much  improved  there’s  no 
comparison.” 

Presently,  only  10,500  students 
can  view  Fieldhouse 
presentations.

Proposals  for  the  Activities  Center 
-e-a-pa-eity-  run  about  22,000- 
approximately  9000  of  which  will 
be  chair  seats. 

“For  the  first  time  in  recent 
years,”  commented  Pres. 
Wilkinson,  “Devotional  messages, 
commencement  exercises  and  all 
the  other  major  campus  events 
will  be  held  under  one  roof  for  all 
students.” 

Dr.  Wilkinson  emphasized  the 
fact  that  none  of  the  costs  of  the 
new  Center  will  come  from  tithes 
or  other  funds  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Quasi-circular  seating,  with  60 
per  cent  of  the  seats  below  ground 
level,  will  vield  better  viewing 


the  main  seating  areas  of  the 
center  will  be  through  22  separate 
portals  which  ring  the  entire 
building.  Outside  the  center, 
sidewalks  and  ramps  ring  the 
structure  to  enable  patrons  to 
enter  and  exit  at  any  point. 

Location  will  be  directly  north 
of  the  Abraham  O.  Smoot 
Administration  Building,  between 
Phillips  Lane  and  Wyview  Village, 
just  east  of  500  East  Street. 
Approximately  5,000  parking 
spaces  will  be  located  within 
1,500  feet  of  the  new  center  and 
9,000  parking  spaces  within  2,500 
feet. 

When  completed,  the  building 
will  be  rectangular  with  rounded 
corners  to  soften  the  massive 


orchestra  pit,  television  and  press 
facilities,  ticket  offices,  dressing 
rooms,  locker  rooms,  offices  for 
the  basketball  coaching  staff, 
concession  booths,  rest  rooms, 
offices  and  general  storage. 

The  Fieldhouse,  designed 
primarily  as  a basketball  arena, 
will  continue  to  be  used  for 
physical  education  and  other 
types  of  instruction. 

Basketball  coach  Stan  Watts 
said,  “The  Center  will  be  an 
excellent  addition  to  our  campus. 
Many  people  will  be  delighted  to 
know  they  will  be  able  to  secure 
tickets  to  see  our  basketball  team 
in  action.  We  also  can  attract 
more  outstanding  teams  to  our 
area  for  our  fans  to  see.” 


City  Elections 
Hinckley  To  Seek  Mayoralty 


G.  Marion  Hinckley  Vies  For  Office 


Concern  for  Provo  and  its 
progress  in  the  future  are  the 
factors  which  have  drawn  former 
city  mayor,  Marion  Hinckley  into 
this  year’s  mayorality  race. 

The  only  candidates,  Hinckley 
and  Verl  Dixon,  the  incumbent, 
will  automatically  face  each  other 
in  the  finals,  Nov.  4. 

Along  with  serving  as  mayor, 
Hinckley  has  been  on  the  Utah 
County  Commission  and  on  the 
boards  of  several  groups. 

In  the  past,  Mr.  Hinckley  was  a 
prime  mover  behind  the 
development  of  the  Provo 
Municipal  Airport  and  the  Central 
Utah  Project  which  brings  water 
from  the  Green  River  for 
irrigation. 

As  county  commissioner,  he 
successfully  fought  against  a state 
taxing  program  which  was  to 
re-evaluate  land  in  Wasatch  Front 
counties  and  raise  taxes. 

However,  with  an  eye  on  the 
future,  Marion  Hinckley  is 
stressing  three  specific 
improvements  for  Provo  city. 


He  stated,  “Every  city  employe 
should  have  the  opportunity  and 
be  encouraged  to  develop  to  a 
maximum  his  abilities.” 

It  is  the  former  mayor’s  feeling 
that  all  city  employes,  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom,  should  receive 
support  for  education  and  training 
in  his  job  to  improve  city 
government. 

Secondly,  Mr.  Hinckley  would 
like  to  see  the  citizens  boards  and 
commissions  have  some  power 
and  use  more  of  the  competant 
people  in  the  community. 

“I  feel  that  these  boards  must 
have  some  assurance  that  their 
work  will  have  a bearing  on  the 
course  of  city  government,” 
Hinckley  explained. 

Finally,  the  ex-city 
commissioner  stressed  the  idea 
that  “we  must  lock  arms  and  not 
horns”  in  solving  the  community’s 
problems  and  cited  the  drug 
situation  as  an  example. 

“It  will . . . require  the  utmost 
in  cooperation  and 
communication  with  the  County 
Sherrif  s office,  the  Utah  Highway 
Patrol  and  the  BYU  Security,”  he 
emphasized.

WORLD 

MUNICH,  Germany  (AP)— Czechoslovak  soldiers  ordered  most  of 
their  countrymen  off  the  Prague— Paris  night  express  before  it  crossed 
into  West  Germany  today,  leaving  only  17  businessmen  aboard  to 
continue  their  journey,  the  Bavarian  Interior  Ministry  reported. 

The  Czechoslovak  government  announced  in  Prague  Wednesday  that 
it  had  approved  “extraordinary  measures”  regulating  travel  between 
Czechoslovakia  and  the  West. 

* * * 

GIBRALTAR  (AP)— A Squadron  of  six  Spanish  Navy  ships  sailed 
toward  Spanish  Africa  today  after  spending  the  night  anchored  250 
yards  off  Gibraltar.  It  was  the  biggest  Spanish  naval  force  seen  off  the 
Rock  since  the  Civil  war. 

Despite  Spain’s  recent  restrictive  measures  against  Gibraltar  to 
underline  its  claim  to  the  British  territory,  nobody  thought  the  display 
of  naval  force  indicated  Gen.  Francisco  Franco  is  thinking  about  trying 
to  seize  the  Rock.  Franco  has  said  “Gibraltar  is  not  worth  a war,”  and 
other  Spanish  officials  have  echoed  this. 

CAIRO  (AP)-Egypt  said  officially  today  it  would  accept  the 
so-called  “Rhodes  formula”  for  negotiating  a peaceful  settlement  of  the 
Middle  East  Crisis. 

A government  spokesman  said  Egypt  remains  resolutely  opposed  to 
any  direct  talks  with  Israel.  But  in  reply  to  questions  he  said  Egypt  does 
not  feel  a repetition  of  the  1949  negotiations  on  the  Isle  of  Rhodes 
would  constitute  a direct  negotiation  with  Israel. 

TEL  AVIV  (AP)— Israeli  jets  attacked  two  Arab  guerrilla  bases  today 
near  the  northeast  Jordan  town  of  Irbid  and  returned  safely,  the  Israeli 
military  command  said. 

The  raids,  22  miles  inside  the  Jordanian  border,  were  among  the 
deepest  penetrations  of  Jordan  by  Israeli  planes  since  the  1967  war. 

NATIONAL 

SOUTH  VIENNA,  Ohio  (AP)— Kids  who  go  trick  or  treating  here  Oct. 
30,  will  have  more  than  Halloween  witches  and  goblins  to  worry  about. 

Police  will  check  their  permits. 

The  village  Council  has  decided  that  local  children  who  go  trick  or 
treating  must  obtain  free  permits  at  the  village  hall.

CASTLE  AIR  FORCE  BASE,  Calif.  (AP)-An  Air  Force  B52  bomber 
crashed  and  burned  on  the  runway  here  shortly  before  midnight 
Wednesday. 

The  Air  Force  said  flight  records  indicate  six  men  were  aboard.  Their 
conditions  were  not  revealed. 


ISU  Students 
To  Support 
Moratorium 

POCATELLO  (AP)— Twenty  to 
30  per  cent  of  the  students  are 
expected  to  boycott  classes  in 
support  of  a nationwide  Vietnam 
war  moratorium  next  Wednesday 
at  Idaho  State  University,  Chris 
Mabbutt,  campus  chairman  for 
the  moratorium  said. 

Rallies,  forums,  a reading  of 
Idaho  dead  in  the  Vietnam  war, 
dances,  a “teach-in”  and  a 
“clean-up”  are  planned,  he  said. 

The  moratorium  is  planned  as  a 
“constructive”  attempt  to 
establish  communications 
between  college  students  and  the 
public  and  national  administration 
said  Mabbutt. 

“We  wish  to  show  President 
Nixon  that  we  no  longer  are 
satisfied  with  Vietnam,  no  longer 
satisfied  with  half-toned  measures 
to  end  the  hostilities.  There  is  no 
more  time,  peace  can  never  wait,” 
he  said. 

Although  the  ISU  Student 
Senate  has  not  endorsed  the 
moratorium,  several  other 
organizations  have,  including  the 
Associated  Women  Students  of 
ISU,  which  represents  all  women 
registered  at  the  university.  Also 
endorsing  are  the  Pocatello  branch 
of  the  National  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Colored 
People  (NAACP)  and  the 
Pocatello  Ministerial  Association. 

Mabbutt  said  that  students  in 
classes  where  professors  will  not 
dismiss  the  class  are  scheduled  to 
walk  out  of  the  room.  For  those 
who  do  not  wish  to  walk  out,  said 
Mabbutt,  black  armbands  may  be 
worn  instead. 

“We  don’t  want  to  cripple 
universities  or  shut  them  down, 
but  simply  to  use  them  as  a base 
for  working  against  the  war,” 
Mabbutt  said.

Editor 

This  letter  is  more  directed 
to  the  students  than  your  paper. 
It  was  touched  off  by  the  recent 
freshmen  primaries  in  which,  I 
believe,  the  UNIVERSE  reported 
approximately  1 1 % of  the  class 
voted.  This  I find  absurd 
considering  the  number  of  people 
that  always  complain  about  the 
student  governments.  In  this  way, 
that  1 1%  has  had  the  controlling 
power  of  the  large  freshmen  class. 
I only  hope  that  the  same  attitude 
won’t  be  continued  for  the 
election  Friday.  Everyone  will 
probably  say,  “So  what?  How  can 
my  vote  count  among  8,000 
others?”  That  line  of  thinking  is 
wrong-EVERY  VOTE  COUNTS! 

In  London,  England,  at  the 
American  school  there,  the  same 
attitude  was  taken.  But  it  was 
found  that  two  of  the  student 
council  officers  were  elected  by 
less  than  five  votes.  Out  of  at  least 
800  this  number  is  the  kind  of 
very  small  majority  that  makes 
every  vote  count.  The  students,  as 
voters,  had  the  opportunity  to 
give  power,  to  take  away  power, 
to  elect  or  to  defeat  a candidate. 
They  had  the  real  power— and  the 
candidates  knew  it.  In  Wagner 
High  School  at  the  Phillippines, 
the  two  student  council 
presidential  candidates  received 
538  votes  each. 

This  power  can  even  be 


broadened  to  those  people  able  to 
vote  in  national  elections.  Even 
then  all  votes  are  important.  . . . 

Had  James  G.  Blaine  received 
one  more  vote  per  precinct  in 
New  York  State  in  1884,  he,  not 
Grover  Cleveland,  would  have 
been  elected  to  the  White  House. 
An  additional  vote  in  each 
precinct  in  California  in  1916 
would  have  meant  victory  for 
Charles  Evans  Hughes  over 
Woodrow  Wilson. 

In  1876,  an  Indiana  voter 
insisted  on  leaving  his  sickbed  to 
cast  has  ballot  in  a congressional 
contest.  “His”  candidate  won  by  a 
single  vote.  The  new  legislature 
was  named  to  a commission 
chosen  to  referee  contested 
returns  in  the  Presidential  race 
between  Samuel  J.  Tilden  and 
Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  The 
congressman  sided  with  Hayes,  to 
whom  the  commission  awarded 
the  disputed  votes  by  an  8-7 
decision.  The  result:  Hayes 
became  President  of  the  United 
States  by  an  electoral  vote  of 
185-184. 

And  only  eight  years  ago  John 
F.  Kennedy  won  the  presidency 
over  Richard  M.  Nixon  by  a 
popular  vote  margin  that  averaged 
less  than  one  ballot  for  each  of 
the  nation’s  166,137  election 
precincts. 

All  of  this  has  shown  that  all 
voters  do  count,  whether  in  a 
school  or  a national  election. 
EVERY  VOTE  COUNTS.

Y Class  Government 
A Needed  Institution

In  recent  years  there  has  been 
much  controversy  over  the 
practicality  and  indeed  the 
necessity  of  class  government. 
There  has  been  a profusion  of 
opinion  addressed  towards  this 
problem,  but  for  the  most  part  it 
has  been  merely  that— opinion.  It 
is  time  then,  that  someone 
approach  the  problem  from  an 
authoritative  point  of  view. 

Examination  of  the  ASBYU 
constitution  reveals  several 
important  points  relating  to  class 
government.  First,  and  most 
importantly,  it  defines  the 
authority  vested  in  class  officers. 
Section  two,  article  D,  states  that 
“These  officers  shall  be 
responsible  for  programming  and 
conducting  all  events  for  the  class 
they  represent.”  Section  twojjoes 
on  to  state  in  article  E,  that  the 
four  class  presidents  shall 
comprise  a cabinet  which  shall  be 
chaired  by  the  president  of  the 
senior  class.  It  is  obvious  then, 
that  the  cabinet  has  jurisdiction 
over  the  entire  undergraduate 
student  body. 

The  question  then  arises;  What 
is  the  cabinet  able  to  do  with  this 
power?  Section  two,  article  F, 
states  that  cabinet  or  class 
sponsored  programs  for  the 


student  body  at  large 
co-ordinated  with  the  e 
council.

The 
Gulls- whipped  Salt  Lake  4-0,  402 
and  3-2  in  preseason  play,  and 
Kinasewich  is  looking  for  revenge. 

“We  outskated  them  in  the  last 
game,  but  got  a couple  bad 
breaks,”  he  says.  “We’re  getting 
together  more  and  more.  We  can 
beat  them.” 

Besides  McNeill  and  Gillow, 
Kinasewich  tentatively  planned  to 
go  with  Ted  Hodgson  and  Dale 
Conrad  at  the  wings  with  Murray 
Flegel  and  Bob  Heaney  as 
defensemen.
